—Attention is invited to the Import and Export Policy for April 
1990 —Mach- 1993 published under the Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No. 1-17 C(PN)—90-"93 dated 
the 30th March' 1990 as amended.

1 _ 53 Chapter XIII In Paragraph 167^ for the existing 6th 

Items for Stock and Sale sentence beginning with the words “Only 

exports of.”, and ending with the 

words “above purpose ”, the following 
shall bo substituted: 

“Only exports of (1) Cardamom (small) (2) 
all spicos/spice products in approved con¬ 
sumer packs of 500 gms. or less except 
spice oils and oleoresins and saffron 

(3) Herbal spices such as rosemary thymo 
terragon saga- etc,- 

(4) Vanilla 

(5) Black cumin 

(6) Star anise 

(7) Kokum 

(8) Oarlic 

(9) Cardamom (large) 

(10) Bishopsweed 

(11) Caraway 

(12) Cumin seed 

(13) Fennel seed- 

(14) Fenugreek seod- 

(15) Aniseed- 

(16) Dill seed- 

(17) Asafoetida 

(18) Pomegranate seed, and 

(19) Horse-radish will be taken into account 
for the above pmpose.” 

3. Attention is also invited to the Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No.72-1TC(PN)/90—93 dated 
the 12th October 1990 rsgarding grant of licences for import of Clovs and Cinnamon/Cassia. In paragraph 
2 ofjthe aforesaid Public Notice dated tho 12th October 1990 the following shall b added at the end : 

“Import licences for Cloves and Cinnamon/Cassia taken together issued under this provision will have 
a minimum value of Rs. 5,000/- (Rupees Five thousand). Import entitlement for each item will be 
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worked out separately. If any importer has imported more than one item, one combined licence will bo 
issued but the item and value for each item would be indicated scparatly. In cases whei e the impor¬ 
ter had past imports for more than one item and value of the licence on the basis of 5 per cent of each 
of the item works out to less than Rs. 5,000/- a licence Rs. 5 000/- u il] be issued indicating the proport¬ 
ionate value of each item worked out on the basis of their entitlement within the overall value oT Rs- 
5,000/-. Where the past import was for any one of the items impot licence will be granted only for the 
item which was actually imported. The importer can choose separate base period for each item. For 
determining the entitlement of the applicant for grant of licence for spices based on past imports, imports 
made and kept in bonded warehouse and allotment by the State Trading Corporation of India Limited 
when the items were canalised through them in the past will not be taken into account. 

4. The above amendments in the import and Export Policy have been made in public interest.
